Longer State Office Terms 


One of the more important propositions 


upon which both candidates for the gov- 
ernorship of Wisconsin have agreed this 
year is that the short term tradition which 
Wisconsin has upheld for so many decades 
In the selection of its principal state elec- 
tive officers no longer meets the needs of 
the times. 


To the extent that the gubernatorial 


nominees can influence the legislators of 
their respective parties, therefore, the 
commitments of Mr. Kuehn and 
Mr. 


Reynolds on this question make the out- 
look for legislation in 1963 more favorable 
than during the last decade when such 
resolutions were offered in the state sen- 
ate and assembly with scant response from 
any influential quarters. 


The plan will be to authorize four year 


terms, to replace the two year law now in 
effect. Thus Wisconsin will be marching 
in tune with the trend in state administra- 
tion in this country. Such a change will 
require an amendment of the stale con- 
stitution, which means that the legisla- 
ture's decision will ultimately require 
ratification by the electorate in a refer- 
endum vote alsor 


To some persons, regarding this ques- 


tion off-handedly, doubtless it will appear 
to be a step in the direction of lessening 
popular control of government, and per- 
haps, official responsibility to the elec- 
torate. 


No doubt that is why politicians have 


been indifferent to such changes on this 
subject that have been offered in the legis- 


lature. They were unsure of the reactions 
of their constituents, and being unsure, 
they were not disposed to risk their dis- 
pleasure. 


What is needed here is a greater 


awareness of the complexities of govern- 
ment in these times, and the utter inability 
of the average man elected to the gov- 
ernorship, for example, for a two year 
term, to accommodate his duties on one 
hand with his practical political needs, on 
the other. The result is a governor who 
works half-time, at best. 


Gov. Nelson has given us the most re- 


cent illustration of the problem. We don't 
mean to single him out for criticism, on 
this point. He is representative of the men 
who have served in Madison in recent 
years, to the extent that he was heavily 
engaged in legislative relations in the first 
year of each of his terms, and almost 
exclusively occupied with chores on the 
campaign stump in the second, or election 
year. This year it happened that he was 
running for senator. In 1960 he was run- 
ning for re-election to the governorship. 
So it was with Vernon Thomson and Walter 
Kohler and Oscar Rennebohm and the 
others in the line of his predecessors. The 
mechanical necessities recognize no parti- 
san distinction. This system means that a 
governor never really gets a chance to 
settle down to his basic work, which is 
administration and executive command. 


It is time to consider seriously a four 


year terra amendment, to give us the kind 
of gubernatorial service our 
changing 


times require. 


They're Having Fun in Georgia 


There is big excitement over the elec- 


tion in Georgia this year with every pros- 
pect that the old state will never be the 
same again. It is practically certain now 
that a Negro will be elected to the Georgia 
Senate. This will be the first time a Negro 
sat in a Georgia legislature since 1907. 


The big change has come about be- 


cause of a federal court ruling which 
brought an end to the state's county unit 
system. Under that system the rural vot- 
ers dominated the state's politics at the 
expense of the city dweller in Atlanta and 
elsewhere. Further, as a result of re- 
apportionment, Fulton County (Atlanta) 
will have seven senators instead of one as 
it had in the past. One of these senators 
will probably be LeRoy R. Johnson, a 38- 
year-old former prosecutor's assistant who 
is running as a Democrat, or T. M. Alex- 
ander, 53-year-old insurance executive, and 
one of the wealthiest Negroes in the 
United States. He is running as a Repub- 
lican. The voting for these candidates was 
countywide and on that basis neither re- 
ceived a majority. However, it has now 
been determined that only the votes in the 
district the candidate is to represent will 
count towards their election and in John- 
son's case at least this means that the 
nomination has already been won. In the 
past the Democratic nomination has meant 
almost certain election. In this case, how- 
ever, in this Negro district, it is difficult 
to predict the outcome. However, the vot- 
ers are enjoying immensely their oppor- 


tunity to choose their representative be- 
tween the candidates of two parties. 


The excitement is even more apparent 


in the 5th Congressional District where 
L. J. (Jim) O'Callaghan, a 47-year-old At- 
lanta businessman, is the 
Republican 


nominee, and Charles Weltner, a 34-year- 
old attorney, is the Democratic candidate. 


Here again the Democratic candidate 


should have the advantage but as one ob- 
server put it, the Georgians are "so joy- 
ously exercising their freedom from a 
Democratic straitjacket that they might 
just send a Republican to Washington in 
the Nov. 6 election." 


The change is due largely to the elim- 


ination of the county unit system. In the 
free vote of the people Weltner easily 
defeated the 67-year-old veteran, James 
Davis, whose tenure in Congress had 
seemed to be as enduring as the red clay 
hills of Georgia.

The New York governor has

Saturday Night's Moment of Death Brings Fear, Pathos

A train and a car kept a date with death 


Saturday night. 


The train and its human cargo started their 


journey at 4-10 p.m. in Chicago. Inside the 
heavy steel carrier travelers returning from 
a visit with children in Florida, teachers re- 
turning from conventions, shoppers with loads 
of packages, students going home for a day, 
children eager for their own beds, and hundreds 
of others, each with his own personal purpose 
for being there, settled themeslves comfortably 
for a 'quiet trip. 


People sat next to strangers. They exchanged 


pleasant impersonal 
words, 
and 
remained 


strangers. When they reached their destinations, 
they would separate, and none would take with 
him any part of the other. His privacy woj/Ul 
be inviolate. 


Time slid away. All was orderly, quiet, ordin- 


ary. A college girl with poufed hair read a 
magazine; two boys, about 12 years old. traveled 
from car to car, looking at people and having a 
good time, occasionally munching licorice; nuns 
read from prayer books; parents hushed fretful 
babies, people looked at watches. 


The dark was slashed by the train's lights 


cutting into its blackness with sure and certain 
speed. Sets of countless twin beacons flashed on 
the highway beside the track. Then suddenly, 
the lights on the road were the only lights. The 
train was in darkness and the brake was felt as 
it pulled to a stop. All sound stopped with the 
lights. It was as if everyone held a collective 
breath, and wasn't able to release it. Then a 


"young man broke the tension with, "We could 
sing." 


His words were a signal for everyone. 
Questions to which there were no answers 


hung in the blackness. Fear began to nibble 
at people's minds. 
No one knew what, or 


why, but each knew that something hijd hap- 
pened. Voices cut the dark to worry that another 
train would come and not see us there. Panic 
was heard when a woman said, "I just know 
we're over water. . ." 


Cigarette lighters were struck and bits of 


flame made eerie shadows on the faces of their 
owners. They snapped, shut. There was nothing 
to see. Outside, the train's mournful whistle 
crept through paneless windows. 


Flares moved along thei ground outside and 


. cople wondered and looked. 


Then the two wandering boys brought back 


the news. "We hit a car." 


The silence held a different sound now, and 


was broken by a moan that came from every- 
one at once. Fear was gone in a quick and real 


concern for the persons in that car. Lights came 
on and the train began inching its^ay back to 
the crossing. Everyone watched as a man with 
a flare ran to the highway and flagged down a 
motorist, then got into the car and sped down 
fhe road. In a few minutes, while sobered eyes 
looked at each other, flashing red lights raced 
toward the train. 


There was no sense of privacy then. No at- 


tempt to keep 'out of contact.' Everyone knew 
everyone else, for the word 'death' had made 
them all linked by life. Everyone felt pain, 
for the boy who lost his life, for his family, 
and for being part of it. 


The train limped into Neenah, slowly, past 


the flashy theater sign that read, "No Man is an 
Island." 


It was an hour since the trainman called
